the Washington Railway and the PotomacKlectric Company, joined togetherby act of Congress, and last, but not
least, the full effect of the jitney competition.
With these various handicaps removed,the earning power of the utilitieswould make for a -more active

stock market.

NEW TORK, August 21..The possibility,rioted in high banking circles,
that existing relations with Germany
may necessitate the flotation of a large
domestic loan to meet possible emergenciescaused further unsettlement in

the stock market today.
At the outset only the specialties

were materially affected, but later
when it became known that the Arabic
had not been under convoy the entire
list began to weaken on heavy offerings
of standard shares.
War stocks, which opened with moderatelosses, soon receded 2 to 6 points,

urgent liquidation being shown in the
haste fHth which prices declined.
Lowest prices of the week were recordedduring the short session.
Opening losses were soon increased.

German Activities Depress.
Lose of the British liner Arabic and

further activities by the German navy,'
coupled with the successes of the Teutonicarmies In the eastern theater of
the war, were mainly responsible for a
severe setback to quoted values this
week. Even before these events came
to pass the market manifested signs
of unsettlement arising from renewed
demoralisation in the foreign exchange
market.
Sterling and francs as well as llres

and other forms of European remittancesbroke to lower levels with
greater enhancement of the American
dollars.
This latter condition gave rise to a

renewal of negotiations for the placingof additional British and French creditsin this market. The Importance of
the situation may be gauged from the
fact that it Is proposed to send a delegationof prominent British bankers
to this country to consult with our
leading financial interests.
War shares were most affected bythe week's reactionary trend, someof these Issues declining as much as

10 to 20 points from recent figures.
Tremendous Steel Dealings.

Railways and some other highrgrade
stocks yielded more moderately, averagelosses in these shares barely exceeding3 points. United States Steel,
in which trading assumed tremendous
proportions, made a maximum decline
of about « points from its high price
of 77%.
Improvement in etee! and kindred

issues came largely from the various
